I  tray  rrention,  however,  a  few 
of  the  narres  that  occur  to  ire  of  the  distinguished  iren  who  have  gone  through 
the  University.  1  trust  be  understood,  however,  as  not  saying  that  these^ 
include  the  dozen  nost  distinguished  nen. 

In  outlie  life  there  have  been  such  rren  as  Hon.  ^loward  Blake, 
Sir  iVillian  Veredith,  Sir  John  Boyd,  The  Governor  of  Ontario,  Hon.  iV.T. 

White,  Vinister  of  Finance.  'In  tredicine  besides  tiany  of  the  leading  ired  ical 
iten  of  the  Province  there  is  Dr.  Barker  of  Johns  Honkins;,  and  there  are  other 
distinguished  rren  totn  in  Britain  and  tne  United  States  who  are  graduates  of 
Toronto.  In  literature  tnere  is  John  Beattie  Grozier  of  London,  and  there 
are  others  whose  naires  also  tray  occur  to  you.  'In  nrofessorial  work  there 
are  a  great  irany  both  in  the  United  States  and  Fngland.  Vest  of  the  large 
universities  have  nrofessors  on  their  staff  wno  graduated  frorr  one  of  the 
colleges  or  faculties  of  the  University  of  Toronto.  The  new  President  of 
Manitoba  University  is  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  Toronto.  Three  of  the 
Chief  Justices  of  the  Western  Provinces  are  graduates.  'In  all  the  Churches 
there  are  distinguished  iren.  'T  have  been  told  that  there  are  five  tishons 
in  the  United  States  who  were  educated  at  Trinity,  which  is  a  constituent 
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college  of  the  University.  'In  the  Presbyterian,  Methodist',  and  other 
Churches  there  are  so  jrany  that  it  would  be  'invidious  to  ir.ake  distinctions
